Issues to be Discussed: 

Claims 1, 2, 4 and 5 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. §1 03(a) as being 
unpatentable over Ng in view of Kern and Muirhead. 



First, applicant notes that the pending claims recite that the 1 and 2™ 
waveforms have different starting points. The Examiner appears to rely upon Ng 
to teach this aspect of the claimed invention. However, in Ng, waveforms have 
the same starting points (i.e., high). This is an important distinction because 
decoding relies upon the sequence of high/low states as described on page 3 of 
the specification. 

Second, application proposes to amend the pending claims to recite ' 
"replacing consecutive instances of the second waveform with the third 

waveform when the second waveform occurs consecutively in the data 

sequence". 

Would such an amendment overcome the current rejections? 
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
